On information and belief, Applicant submits that what apparently was demonstrated 
at the February 8, 1997 conference was Imprimatur demonstration software. This 
Imprimatur demonstration software was described in subsequent publications such as 
"The IMPRIMATUR Multimedia IPR Management System" by Koblin and 
Kockelkorn (which to the best of Applicant's information and belief was published in 
^ifovember 1.997) which is cited and enclosed herein. Applicant also cites and 
encloses herein the document "Imprimatur: Protection of Technological Measures" for 
the Institute for Information Law, Amsterdam, November 1998. While this document 
was published in November 1998, section 2 of this document discusses the authors' 
understanding of previous technological measures (TMs).
